Pilate Asked: ‘What Is Truth?’

Northern Californians Are Buying 


More Savings Bonds This Year 


U. S. Gov't Release 


Savings Bond buying in North- 
ern California for May and June 
showed an increase of 9.41 per cent 
over the comparable period of last 
year, it was announced this week 
by W. W. Crocker, California Vol- 
unteer Defense Bond Chairman. 
This compared to the nationwide 
average increase for the two 
months of combined E and H 
Bond sales of 10:65 per cent. 

Comparisons released by Crocker 
show Northern California totals of 
E and H Bonds for May and June 
as $13,019,290 against E Bond sales 
for the same period of 1951 as $11,- 
899,296. The increased sale, both 
in California and across the na- 
tion, is credited to the change in 
FE Bond interest computations 
which went into effect May 1, 
bringing the interest rate to 3 per 


cent when held for 9% years, as 
well as to the ready public accept- 
ance of the new H Bond issue 
which became available June 1. 

| The E Bond, widely sold through 
the automatic Payroll Savings 
Plan earns interest each six 
months which accumulates and is 
added to the value of the bond 
|when it is cashed in. The new H 
Bond earns interest each six 
months which is paid to the owner 
by check and the bond's face value 
remains constant. 

Extra selling impetus will be put 
behind Defense Bonds during the 
next few months in Northern Cali- 
fornia, according to Crocker, 
through stepped-up activity of the 
Volunteer Payroll Savings Com- 
mittees.

NEW YORK (LPA)—Pensions 
of retired members of the Interna- 
tional Longshoremen’s Association 
in the Port of New York and vi- 
cinity will be increased by nearly 
43 percent beginning Aug. 1. Un- 
|der the New York Shipping Asso- 
|ciation-ILA plan, financed by em- 
ployers, monthly benefits will be 
boosted to $50 from the present 
$35. Payments are in addition to 
social security benefits. 


The pension plan was set up in 
a collective bargaining agreement 
of Oct. 1, 1949, providing for con- 
tributions of 5 cents an hour for 
each man-hour worked beginning 
Jan. 1, 1950, with payments to eli- 
gible employes commencing a year 
later. 

A joint statement by the union 
jand employers said “in the year 
jand a half that benefits have been 
paid, some 480 employes have been 
pensioned.

FROSTING ON THE MUD 


Harold R. Isaacs, reviewing in the Saturday Review of 
Literature Governor Dewey's book, “Journey to the Far Pa- 
cific,” says: 

“.... the American people and their governments, by their 
failure to grasp the meaning of what was happening in Asia, 
suffered blow upon blow, disaster upon disaster ... the Tru- 
man Administration, learning the hard way, was beginning 
to get a glimmer of the needs of the new Asian-American 
relationship, only to be beaten back from that dim view by 
the lash of an irresponsible opposition which did not hesitate 
to charge the country’s leaders with treason in order to gain 
partisan advantage.” 

Isaacs points out that in line with these irresponsible oppo- 
sition tactics, ‘it has become an article of Republican faith, 
for the purposes of this campaign year, that the Democrats 
in power somehow ‘lost’ China, and that the Republicans, 
duly elected, will somehow ‘regain’ China.” 

Isaacs feels that one of the dangerous results of all this 
has been that the opposition has “succeeded in driving the 
Administration to a decreasing emphasis on sound technical 
assistance and an increasingly blind reliance on brute force.” 

He points out that while Senator McCarthy “supplied the 
panic hysteria, the deliberate abandonment of all the canons 
of minimum honesty and decency in public affairs,’ Senator 
Taft took advantage of McCarthyism and used it to build his 
own political power. 

General Ike, who has deliberately chosen to identify him- 
self with the party of Taft and McCarthy, will have a job 
convincing the American people that a little clean frosting on 
the cake will rehabilitate it when that cake is made of mud.

NIXON, SPARKM’N 
VOTE RECORDS 


AFL News-Reporter 
Below are listed the records on key issues of the 2 Vice 
Presidential candidates, Republican Richard Nixon of Cali- 
fornia and Democrat John Sparkman of Alabama. Nixon has 
served in the U. S. Senate for the past 2 years. He was in the 


Senate since 1947. For 10 


years before that, he was a 
member of the House. 

The list below shows how the 2 
candidates stood on key measures 
on which both took a position dur- 
ing the years 1947-52. 


TAFT-HARTLEY 


Nixon helped draft the Taft- 
Hartley Act shortly after his elec- 
|tion to Congress and has supported 
it consistently ever since. He voted 
to support Senator Byrd’s (D., Va.) 
motion requesting the President to 
use T-H to force striking workers 
back into steel mills, 


Sparkman voted for Taft-Hart- 
ley when it first passed, but voted 
to uphold the President's veto of 
T-H. He has opposed the law on 
every vote since. He opposed the 
Byrd motion. 


MINIMUM WAGES 


In the 8ist Congress, Nixon 
voted to relieve employers from 
liabilities and, penalties for violat- 
ing the Walsh-Healey, Bacon-Da- 
vis and Fair Labor Standards Acts. 

Sparkman opposed the bill. 


SOCIAL SECURITY 

In 1948, Nixon and Sparkman 
supported the Gearhart (R., Calif.) 
resolution which removed 750,000 
workers from Social Security cov- 
erage. 

But in 1950, Nixon voted for the 
\Knowland (R., Calif.) amendment 
jto destroy federal regulation of 
{unemployment pay,. while Spark- 
|man voted against it. 


AID TO EDUCATION 


Both Nixon and Sparkman voted 
\for the Kerr (D., Okla.) amend- 
jment providing funds to relieve 
ischoo shortages in defense areas.

On Aug. 18, 1949, Nixon voted to 
cut the Military Assistance Pro- 
igram by $75 million. This included 
$60 million in guns, ammunition, 
jand military supplies for the Re- 
public of Korea. On Jan. 19, 1950, 
|Nixon voted against giving the 
Korean people $100 million to buy 
food and clothing and to build up 
their industries.
